Record Searches and Standard Search Policy. The Record/Information Dissemination Section (RIDS) searches for 
reasonably described records by searching systems, such as the Central Records System (CRS), or locations where responsive 
records would reasonably be found. The CRS is an extensive system of records consisting of applicant, investigative, 
intelligence, personnel, administrative, and general files compiled by the FBI per its law enforcement, intelligence, and 
administrative functions. The CRS spans the entire FBI organization, comprising records of FBI Headquarters, FBI Field Offices, 
and FBI Legal Attaché Offices (Legats) worldwide; Electronic Surveillance (ELSUR) records are included in the CRS. The 
standard search policy is a search for main entity records in the CRS. Unless specifically requested, a standard search does not 
include a search for reference entity records, administrative records of previous FOIPA requests, or civil litigation files.

FBI Records. Founded in 1908, the FBI carries out a dual law enforcement and national security mission. As part of this dual 
mission, the FBI creates and maintains records on various subjects; however, the FBI does not maintain records on every 
person, subject, or entity. 


Foreseeable Harm Standard. As amended in 2016, the Freedom of Information Act provides that a federal agency may 
withhold responsive records only if: (1) the agency reasonably foresees that disclosure would harm an interest protected by one 
of the nine exemptions that FOIA enumerates, or (2) disclosure is prohibited by law (5 United States Code, Section 
552(a)(8)(A)(i)). The FBI considers this foreseeable harm standard in the processing of its requests. 


Requests for Criminal History Records or Rap Sheets. The Criminal Justice Information Services (CJIS) Division provides 
Identity History Summary Checks — often referred to as a criminal history record or rap sheet. These criminal history records 
are not the same as material in an investigative “FBI file.” An Identity History Summary Check is a listing of information taken 
from fingerprint cards and documents submitted to the FBI in connection with arrests, federal employment, naturalization, or 
military service.

Chief of Police and other city officials at Macon, Georgia, 
for a day or two prior to November 19, 1963, and informed them 
they intended to march through the city of .Macon, Georgia, in 
connection with their peace education project. Chief BARGERON 
stated that the Chief of Police and other city officials 
informed members of this group that they would be allowed to 
march through the city and carry their placards provided they 
did so in an orderly manner and -did not interfere with traffic. 
He said the representatives were informed that they would not 
be allowed to distribute literature or pamphlets within the :. 
city because such activities would be in violation of a city’ 
ordinance. 


Chief BARGERON advised that during the morning of 
November 19, 1963, the members of the "Peace Walk" entered the 
city limits of Macon, Georgia, on Forsyth Road and immediately ~ 
started distributing literature contrary to instructions from 
the Chief of Police and city officials. He stated that 19 of 
the 20 or 21 marchers were arrested for violation of City 
Ordinance #11-118 which provides that every ‘person is prohibited 
from placing in automobiles in’the city or from otherwise 
distributing anywhere in the city any handbill, circular, 
pamphlet, poster, post card or literatureof any kind. Chief 
BARGERON stated many. of the marchers offered passive resistance

when arrested by refusing to obey orders of the officers or’ 

to walk to police cars after the arrest. Chief BARGERON stated 
that all 19 of the walkers were charged with violation'of the

and. several were later charged for contempt of court when they 
refused to stand in the courtroom as ordered. 


; On November 19, 1963, Chief BARGERON advised that the 
trial of the marchers was postponed on November 19, 1963, until 
November 20, 1963, to give them an opportunity to consult counsel.

They had obtained 
visas for their trip to Hanoi, permitting them to travel 
through China. On December 16, 1966, they had a meeting 
for two hours with the Secretary of the Moscow Office of 
the Vietnamese Liberation Front (VLF).

On December 15, 1964, a source who has furnished 
reliable information in the past advised Barbara Davison 
Deming is employed as a free lance writer. and that she resides 
at Pamet Point Road, Wellfleet, Massachusetts. According to 
this source, Miss Deming is often away from Wellflett on 
business and travels extensively through the United States. 


This source could not furnish any specific inform- 
ation concerning the purpose for her travel. 


On May 31, 1963, Barbara Deming, Pamet Point Road, 


Wellfleet, Massachusetts, advised a-Special Agent. of ,the 
Federal Bureau of pOlSe rece that in early May, 1963» 
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she joined the non-violent demonstrators at Birmingham, Alabama, 
and was jailed there. Miss Deming said that. wher quéstioned by 
the Birmingham Police Department as to what she was doing in 
Birmingham, she told the police that she Was a reporter assigned 
thére to write articles on the Negro demonstration. ‘Miss ~ 

Deming said that this was not the truth as she was in Birmingham 
merely to take part in the non-violent demonstration. . 


The "Cape Codder", a weekly newspaper publistal at 
Orleans, Massachusetts, in its edition of May'9, 1963, 
described Miss Deming as follows: 


"tt ss Deming has long been associated with 
the activities of the Committee For Non-

A source, who has furnished reliable information in 
the past, advised that Barbara Davison Deming returned to her ° 
home, Pamet Point Road, Wellfleet, Massachusetts, approximately 
January 11, 1967. 


“Tis source was aware through newspaper publicity 
that Miss\Deming was away face Wellfleet for approximately a 
month, during which time she visited North Vietnam. 


In the oe 10, 1967 issue of the Cape Cod 
Standard-Times, a,daily newspaper published at Hyannis, 
Massachusetts, there appeared an article with a. New York 
dateline of January 10, 1967, captioned, “Woman Accuses 
U. S. of a 'War of Terror,}! : 


In substance this ‘article relates that Miss Deming 
returned to the United States on January 9, 1967, after 
Spending eleven days in North Vietnam. She told of "barbarous 
weapons used and "deliberate terrorization of the Vietriamese 
citizens," 


She said, “In North Vietnam, we are waging a war 
of terror against a civilian population, We are using new 
and barbarous weapons like ‘lazy dogs. 


Miss, Deming explained the "lazy dogs" as bombs 
with an explosive casing containing hundreds of steel 
pellets which burst out when the casing explodes. 


Although she saw no American planes overhead or 
bombs falling during her stay in North Vietnam, she told: 
of five alerts in the time she was there. 


"We saw the results of the :bombing.. Villages’ 
were leveled and things were leveled .that: were not military 
installations. They were schools, playgrounds, health 
centers and Catholic churches and in the middle. of Hanoi, 
just ordinary houses..” 
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BARBARA DAVISON DEMING. 


Miss Deming termed “accidental bombing of citizens" 
as "nonsence" and said there were no military installations 
near the bombed sites. 


"And if the bombing is. used for military 
installations," she questioned, "why use 'lazy dogs' and 
anti-personnel weapons?" 


She told of an interview with Ho Chi Minh in 
which he said, "we. know what it is to be. independent. We 
are not going to give it up." 


He also told them, Miss Deming stated, that - 
two million Vietnamese died of hunger in one year under 
French occupation and the North Vietnamese leader said 
that not so many people would die even if the fighting 
continued for many years. 


Miss Deming described monuments established at 
bombing sites with ‘lazy dog! pellets in blackboards, 
a child's jacket with. pellet holes." 


"The government is deliberately trying to ‘terrorize 
these vee trying to bring them to their knees," she 
charged. 


Miss Deming termed the North Vietnamese view of 
the war as a war for independence and told of. her 
discussion with war victims in villages and hospitals. 

She said, "Each would recount what had happened on the day 
of his personal tragedy--being wounded or having relatives 
killed--they were retelling it in a search for their courage, 
in an: effort to. burn their suffering. into a determination to 
go on fighting."
